In the Soviet Zone of Germany nothing needles the Reds more ingenious- 
ly than an underground humor magazine called Tarantel (Tarantula), 
which is published by anti-Communist Germans in the Western Zone and 
slipped over the border. Of all Tarantel’s efforts none was so successful as 
“A Short History of the Soviet,” a comic-strip satire from which the car- 
toons on these pages were selected. Accompanied by dead-pan captions, 
which are paraphrased here, the cartoons lampoon the Soviet rewriting of 
history by taking standard Communist terminology and juxtaposing the 
words with devastating pictures. The great inventor turns out to be a doo- 
dling kid, and the well-stocked store is fuller of customers than wares. 

Some 600,000 copies of Turantel’s “History” were distributed in the 
East Zone despite frantic efforts by the Reds to suppress it. Copies went 
in disguised as official literature, were hidden inside daily newspapers 
and left around public lavatories. Tarantel’s editor, Heinrich Bar, is now 
preparing a sequel on the history of the East German Communist Party.

A LOT OF PEOPLE today don’t know about Francis Parkman, Yet they 
should, for there is so much about Francis Parkman that’s good for all 
of us to know. So you start to tell people about him. And suddenly 
you discover that Francis Parkman was several kinds of man...and that 
cach kind deserves a telling. 


Francis Parkman was a brilliant kind of man, A great historian who made 
the people he wrote about live and breathe again. When he takes you 
along the Oregon Trail, you can feel the sting of alkali dust in your eyes 
and smell the pungent sage. You sit with him in the lodge of Big Crow 
and see the fat buffalo meat sputter and smoke on the fire. You feel the 
bitter cold and the terror that night of the Deerfield Indian massacre. 


Francis Parkman was a determined kind of man, He planned his whole 
career when he was still a schoolboy —then lived it out exactly as planned! 
He made up his mind that he would write the whole detailed history of 
the French and English conflict for empire in America. He started in 
1848 when he was 25—kept at it all his life—and published 

the last volumes just before he died at 70. 


Francis Parkman was a courageous kind of 
man. He was in delicate health as a 


youth, yet tramped over miles of historic ground, storing up details in 

his mind, He lived in hardship with Indians, so he could write about them 
accurately later. By his twenty-fifth birthday, his health had become 

so bad that he could work only a half-hour a day, and could keep 

his eyes open only ina darkened room. But by stretching wires across a 
board to guide his pen, he learned to write with his eyes closed. 

During this period of his life he was able to average only a few lines 

a day. But he kept doggedly at it. And slowly through the years he gained 
in strength, and the massive volumes grew ... La Salle and the Discovery of 
the Great West, The Old Regime in Canada, Frontenac and New France and 
Louis XIV, and finally—not long before he died—Montcalm and Wolfe, 
and A Half Century of Conflict. 


We have learned a lot from those great history books that Francis Parkman 
wrote. But perhaps we can learn a lot more from the /ife that Francis 
Parkman lived. For he showed us that a man can go on to greatness, 

no matter how long the road, or how many blocks are thrown across it, 
if he has the heart and the will to keep trying.

CLUES IN KILLING OF A NOBLE INCA CHILD 


An important news story of 400 years ago, 
comparable in its own time to the crowning of 
a modern sovereign, has just come to light in 
Santiago, Chile. There a mountaineer turned 
up with the amazingly preserved corpse of a 
child (right) which he said had been dug up in 
the Andes 25 miles from the eated 
by scientists who studied artifacts found with 
the body, the child’s story was connected with 
an epochal event in Inca history. 

The ceremonial of the youngster’s death 
could have begun in an Inca temple, high on the 
mount now called El Plomo. There a handsome 
12-year-old boy had been dressed in a blackish 
monial shirt fringed with Hama hair that 
marked him as the son of a noble. His hair was 
braided in hundreds of pigtails, his wrist and 
neck adorned with silver bands. As an icy wind 
tore at them, priests led the child along a steep 
trail to a ritual plateau 17,700 feet up. There 
soothsayers dedicated sacred statuettes of Ila- 
mas (above) and a holy image (above, right). 
But the boy saw these only dimly, for he had 
heen given goblets of corn liquor and was quite 
drunk. Dazed, he was led three times around a 
stone shrine and then strangled—a sacrifice to 
the mountain gods of the Incas. The priests 
then buried the corpse in the frozen ground 
where the mountaineers found it. 

Until its shawl and banded s! 
wrapped, the small body brought to Santiago 
was thought to be that of a girl. Further inves- 
tigation may show the corpse to be a recent 
one, but the hillman’s description of the tomb 
matches known Inca sepulchers. The objects 
he found are authentically Incan and without 
doubt are among the finest specimens of handi- 
craft yet found from that extinct civilization.

BUSINESS AND THE TAX GUTS 


SENATORS AND CABARETS 


Senators Millikin and Douglas were debating 
last week on the subject of whether cutting ex- 
cise taxes on furs, jewelry and cabarets favors 
the poor or the rich, 

MILLIKIN: The senator should know that 75% 
of the purchases of jewelry go to ordinary peo- 
ple who buy costume jewelry and not diamonds 
with which to bedeck themselves from their 
wrists to their elbows. Seventy-five percent of 
the fur business . . . consists of rabbits, musk- 
rats and so forth, not mink. 

pouGLas: Not sable? 

mituikty: Not sable, The senator wears the 
only sable [ know of. He is as gloomy as an old 
country funeral, with black sable waving from 
the top of the hearse. . . 

poucLas: Then what about the cabaret tax? 
Is it the poor folks who spend their money on 
such things?

‘And so on. Here indeed is relief for taxpay- 
ers, who can rejoice that their senators drink 
milk and don’t even know the right name of 
Manhattan’s famed “21” Club (which they 
doubtless associate with that derisive expres- 
sion of their youth, “Twenty-three, skidoo”). 
We may also rejoice that no detail of the excise 
tax is too small for senatorial attention, even 
though they may seem to be wasting a lot of 
time a long way from the real issue (see right). 
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Is business getting worse or better? Much 
hangs not only on the answer but on what 
Congress thinks is the answer. For example 
the President's tax program: because of the 
recession, it is in trouble. 

Congress has already decided to cut ex- 
cise taxes on about a hundred items from 
jewelry to telephone calls. This excise bill 
will yield about $1 billion less revenue than 
the Administration had hoped for, because 
Congress wanted to lend a quick fillip to 
consumer sales. But the bigger half of the 
tax program, the general tax revision bill, 
has its trouble still ahead. A ist it the 
Democrats are mustering not only election- 
year political arguments but others that wear 
the mask of economic emergency. 


° 
The general tax revision bill is the first 
big effort in 50 years to modernize and sim- 


plify the whole tax structure. Its 8 
include a complete rewriting of the bas 
ternal revenue code. In addi 
reform bill. After 20 y 
Deal “punitive” tax tinkering, it was 
table that most of the reforms should be pro- 
business. For example, it makes a gesture 
toward untaxing dividends on the theoreti- 
cally firm but political ground that 
this income has already been taxed against 
the corporation. It also permits corpor 
tions much more leeway in their deprecia- 
tion policy. Such reforms are designed to 
stimulate business expansion and invest- 
ment (see “How New Tax Bill Can Pro- 
mote Prosperity,” by George M. Humphrey, 
Lire, March 15). 

The partisan arguments against these re- 
forms are not to be taken very seriously. 
The Democrats say that the Republicans are 
exhuming the old “trickle-down” theory of 
stimulating business investment, as 
their own “percolate-up” theory of stimu- 
lating consumer demand. In fact consump- 
tion and investment are indispensable parts 
of a single process—the process of economic 
growth, It is this process that the President’s 
bill was designed to foster. It is a long-term 
process, and it is a long-term bill. 

Unluckily for the Administration, how- 
ever, there is less political interest this year 
in long-term expansion, or the creation of 
new jobs, than there is in the recapture of 
jobs that were thought to exist already. Un- 
employment has now reached nearly four 
million, millions more are on short time, 
and professional labor leaders demand ac- 
tion. Even the most responsible Democrats, 
like Walter George and Paul Douglas. have 
accordingly united around an amendment to 
the tax bill which would increase personal 
exemptions to $700 or $800. This massive 
piece of tax relief—a $700 exemption would 
cost the government $2.4 billion in revenues 
—would be about as quick a jolt to consump- 
tion as the government, short of dropping 
greenbacks from airplanes, could deliver. 
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The Democrats are happily wondering 
whether to push their proposal for all it is 
worth, thus “saving the country,” or to ac- 
cepta close defeat on it (as they have already 
done in the House), thus saving the issue 
for the fall campaign. The Republicans are 
in the unhappy position of having also to 
consider whether there isn’t a better use to 
be made of the public’s money. 

Eisenhower, Humphrey and Co. believe 
there is a better use. They want to save it 
against worse trouble than we are in now. 
Originally their careful budget for this dif- 
ficult transition year contemplated a deficit 
of $3 billion. Already the excise bill has 
added $1 billion’ to this deficit, and the re- 
cession itself, by reducing incomes and in- 
come taxes below the original Treasury esti- 
mates, will be making it even bigger. 

To compound this certain deficit with an- 
other $2.4 billion tax cut, as the Democrats 
propose, Republicans would have to be stam: 
peded into a position they do not believe in. 
They do not believe 1) that deficits are pain- 
less. They do not believe 2) in seizing every 
excuse for massive intervention in the econ- 
omy, or that it is too sickly to be allowed to 
breathe and fluctuate a little on its own. And 
they do not believe 3) that the recession is 
now or likely to become so. 

On the first two points the Republicans 
are certainly right. Lacking the old Demo- 
cratic itch to steer and manage all parts of 
the economy, an itch of which Leon Keyser: 
ling was the symbol, the Republicans are 
content to watch, measure, protect and fos- 
ter the economy as a whole. Their method is 
better for all in the long run—as long as the 
recession does not get out of hand. 


seriou: 


There are no signs that it will. On the 
contrary, there are signs—which the April 
Fortune spells out in convincing detail— 
that the recession has already reached its 
“long bottom” and that present levels of 
business will be roughly sustained until they 
turn up again. Even if they should not turn 
up this year, 1954 would still be the sec- 
ond or third most prosperous year in our 
history. Such a prospect certainly does not 
justify scuttling the budget, ignoring the 
debt and turning a tax reform bill into a pan- 
icky form of tax relief. Rather it is a prospect 
that warrants keeping our eyes on the long- 
term problems of continuing expansion. 

To make sure that the next boom is a 
long and sound one, many reforms are need- 
ed, of which tax reform is only one. Others, 
also in the Administration program, have 
yet to be debated in Congress: a new hous- 
ing bill; a better social security and unem- 
ployment compensation system; highway, 
school and hospital construction; a long. 
range farm program; an expanding foreign 
trade. In any long perspective, the 1954 re- 
cession is now perhaps the least important 
economic problem before us.

Frightening details pile up after big bomb test, 
kids crack a mint, Rita snoots hootchy-kootch 


Each day last week as news kept filtering in from the Pacific, Wash- 
ington officials grew more astounded and more gravely concerned 
about the tragically underestimated March 1 bomb test ("First Casual- 
ties of the H-Bomb,” Lire, March 29). Watching a film of the explo- 
ion, high Administration figures heard the sound-tracked voice of the 


official observer become distorted with surprise and fear at what he saw. 
The big blast, rated at 15 megatons (a megaton is a million tons of 
‘TNT, Hiroshima was 1/50 of a megaton), now seems to have been a 


new kind of bomb using lithium hydride, a compound of lithium and 
hydro- 


hydrogen. It has long been known that lithium and ordinar; 
gen heated to millions of degrees would combine in a fusion re 
as powerful as the fusion of the heavier hydrogens, deuterium and 
tritium. Older A-bombs could not produce the temperatures required 
for such a lithium hydride reaction. But the newest plutonium or 
U-235 weapons were recently described by President Eisenhowe 
delivering half a megaton of explosive force. These weapons, with 
proved detonating mechanisms and souped up with a booster charge 
of tritium and deuterium, could produce the extreme temperatures 
necessary for a lithium blast. 

Lithium is more plentiful, far cheaper than the tritium needed for 
maximum strength H-bombs. ‘There is little doubt lithium hydride 
can be used to make hombs that will dwarf even the March I shot. 
Said one key Administration leader, “I think this means the end of 
war, These things now really are too horrible for man to drop on man.” 


Former Vice President Alben W. Barkley, now 76, changed 
his mind about permanent political retirement. In response 
to “urgent requests from the people of Kentucky,” he an- 
nounced, he would run for senator next fall. The Veep, 
beaten just once (Democratic nomination for Kentucky gov- 
ernor in 1923) in a political career which began in 1903, 
probably will face John Sherman Cooper, only Kentucky 
Republican elected senator since the mid-1920s.

ous or too worthless to know. Ancient geographers surrounded 
the known world with limitles infinite waters or an abyss. 
Today, although there are few blank areas remaining on the maps 
of the earth, many misconceptions persist; among these one of 
the most stubborn overhangs the 10 million square miles of the 
planetary sw of desert country. For although most 
of the earth’s w s: sed by ex- 
plorers and se and se . 
popular fancy continues to envisage a desert as a cruel, inimical 
expanse of shifting sands, lifeless, rainl 
hostile as the dusty craters of the moon. 
a fragmentary representation, applicable to only a small px 
the earth’s desert land. Less than 30% of the Sahara consists of 
sand dunes; only 2% of the deserts of North America are overspread 
with dunes. In most desert regions plants grow, animals prosper and 
some rain descends. 

Although differing widely in climate and conformation, all deserts 
wherever they exist—whether they are hot like those of central Aus- 
tralia or cold like the Gobi—share certain aspec 
are lands of the sky—an enormous, overpowering sky, crystalline, 
fiery blue, arching above vistas of seemingly infinite Beneath 
its implacable glare the colors of the earth efface themselves: the 
world appears painted in pastel hues—soft tans, gray-greens and dull. 
muted reds. The mantle of green vegetation that softens the face of 
the land in gentler climes is sparse, worn and threadbare, and the 
geometry of the planet’s crust is clearly disclosed. Hills and moun- 
tains stand forth bold and austere, naked in the clean, transparent 
air. Dry riverbeds furrow the eroded hills, crease the desert flats 
and vanish in the cracked mud of empty lakes, miles from the 
seas to which other rivers lead. From time to time swift winds 
race across the open plain, driving yellow clouds of dust aloft into 
the clean sky.

THE DESERT conrinves 


‘The deserts that stipple the visage of the planet today did not exist 
always. Most of them evolved concurrently with the uplifting of the 
earth’s highest mountain ranges during the last 15 million years. 
Today they form a distinct pattern, girdling the globe in two 
belts above and below the equator in latitudes approximately 
40° north and south (see map, right). Their distribution on the 
earth’s surface reflects the physical factors that created them, Many 
complex agencies contribute to the formation of a desert, and it is 
seldom that the pattern of their interweaving is repeated. One feature 
‘ommon to most deserts is their location in the western portions of 
continents wherever warm, dry. ud 
cover and allows more sunlight to reach and heat the land. Another 
obvious but inadequate factor is the rain-shadow effect of mountain 
ranges. It is evident that just as some of the rainiest regions of the 
earth lie on the windward side of mountains, so some of its most 
arid areas are situated in their lee. Yet mountain barriers alone can- 
not explain the intensely dry coastal deserts of Chile and Peru. Here 
the factor of ocean currents becomes important, for when cold cur- 
rents parallel a coast, an anomalous combination of fog and aridity 
may be produced. In this case the Peru Current, which flows north- 
ward from the Antaretic, cools bre from the Pacific, causing 
condensation and creati heavy fog. And when the chilled and 
misty air reaches the land, it is warmed and its moisture eapa 
thereby increased; and so, though the fog blows inland, it dissi 
rapidly and seldom resolves into rain. The city of Lima, for example, 
has an annual rainfall of two inches, though it is often enshrouded

THE DESERT COUNTENANCE 


N the desert, more than anywhere on earth, the architecture of the 
planet's surface stands revealed. Here no oliscuring mask of green 
conceals the craggy contours of the earth’s tormented crust. The 
creased and furrowed faces of the mountains rise abruptly from the 
naked flats. The arid beds of evanescent streams are walled by steep 
banks and sheer cliffs. The floors of empty lakes are intricate mosaics 
wrought in mud, seamed and fissured by the thirsty sun, 

Paradoxically the architect and sculptor of the harsh desert land- 
scape is running water. ‘se and infrequent though they are, des- 
ert rains descend with torrential violence, creating wild streams which 
rush down the barren flanks of mountains, unhindered by trees or 
soil, and bite deeply into the rock, carving it into sharp, angular 
forms. And as they erode they transport and deposit sediment, piling 
it up at the foot of the mountains in gently sloping bajadas or alluvial

land into an intricate maze of narrow canyons and knife-edge ridges 
known as badlands (left, below). 

But unlike the streams of humid lands they seldom reach the sea. 

For the drainage pattern of desert regions is an internal one, distinc- 
tive to deserts the world over. The dry washes which in the U.S. are 
called canyons or arroyos, are known as wadis in the Sahara, sai in 
the Gobi Desert, and /aagtes in the Kalahari of South Africa, The 
swilt flood waters that pour briefly down their scorched beds end up 
eventually in closed basins where they form temporary lakes or 
playas. Some playas remain moist, with water tables only a foot or 
two below the surface or even with a shallow brackish layer of water 
above the floor, But more often the ephemeral floods seep into the 
parched earth and disappear, leaving a surface that quickly anneals 
and cracks in the hot sun (left, above). Few plants ean grow on these 
dry lakes for their floors are cement-hard and laden with salts. But 
around their edges a few green rings of saltbush and mesquite sub- 
erging gradually into the bur sage and creosote bushes of the 
nding desert flats, 
Usually no more than one fifth of the vast, level expanse of the 
desert flats is covered with vegetation. For the rest, there are only 
vistas of mingled sand and gravel, or naked rock. Where sands are 
exposed to persistent winds, dunes may form and march across the 
landscape in endless, shifting ranks. More widespread than dunes are 
areas where coarse fragments of rocks have been laid down by water 
ned by winds, leaving a desert “pavement” neatly fitted as 
though by man, In the Sahara and other arid regions of the ancient 
world, though not in North America, broad stretches of the under- 
lying bedrock called hammadas lie exposed to the sky. 

Here and there, amid the most forbidding of desert wastelands, an 
occasional emerald oasis glistens in the wilderness as a reminder 
of the persistence of life. For underground water may sometimes 
emerge at the toe of alluvial fans or seep to the surface in isolated 
pockets and basins; and wherever fresh water exists, plants will grow.

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MAN AND THE DESERT 


LTHOUGH the deserts of the earth, covering about 19% of the 
planetary land surface, sustain only 5% of its population, their 
desolate horizons encompass far more than the apparently value- 
less wastelands that offend man’s eye. Under their shifting scarves 
of sun-seared sand and soil lie many of the earth’s richest re- 
sources—the diamonds of Africa's Namib Desert and the oil of 
Arabia and Iran. The vast nitrate deposits of Chile’s Atacama Des- 
ert and the borax of the Mojave owe their very existence to lack of 
rainfall. For nitrate, gypsum, borax and other valuable salts are 
water-soluble substances that would be leached out and borne 
away to the sea in regions of more abundant precipitation and 
exterior drainage. 

Long before man ever uncovered these hidden riches, however, 
he wrested some food from the desert soil by regulating the lim- 
ited water supplies at hand. The Egyptians were among the first to 
develop the art of watering the desert, for the periodic flooding of 
the Nile, alternating with long periods of drought, suggested the 
control of water flow by dikes, canals and dams. Other ancient 
civilizations also practiced desert irrigation. The Tigris and E 
phrates supplied water to the Sumerians, Babylonians and Assyr- 
ians. The Indus River supported an early culture in India. Indeed 
it is thought that agriculture first flourished in irrigated regions, 
like these river floodplains whose open tracts were easier to culti- 
vate than the tangled forests and stubbly grasslands of more favor- 
able climes. Desert soils, though deficient in humus, are often rich 
in other plant foods; and the perennial sunshine may engender 
two or three crops a year. Some of the richest farmland in the 
world lies in the irrigated Imperial Valley of the Sonoran Desert. 

In many ways man has conquered the desert. He has punctured 
its parched surface with oil wells and mines, spanned it with roads 
and flown above it in planes. Yet, like the oceans and lofty moui 
tain ranges of the earth, the desert remains among the great bar- 
riers of the planet's surface, dividing mankind and repelling hu- 
man encroachments. Though here and there man has occupie 
seattered green oases, he has barely dotted the vast antipathetic 
expanses that roll to the empty horizons, as they have for centu- 
ries, mile after burning mile, barren, implacable, a “sea-like, path- 
less, limitless waste.””

Carroll Righter’s conversion 


HEN I was 14 years old Evangeline Adams, the great astrolo- 

ger, looked up at my horoscope and told me I was cut out to 
be an astrologer too. I didn’t believe her. In fact, I thought the 
whole thing was idiotic,” Righter says. But Evangeline Adams’ 
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remark stuck in his mind. As he grew up—he went briefly to 
Kent School in Connecticut, to the University of Pennsylvania, 
and then got a law degree at Dickinson—Righter picked up books 
on astrology and studied them. “I thought I could convince my- 
self that there was nothing in it, but after 16 years of study I 
wound up believing in it.’ 

Righter’s conversion to astrology was, at the least, surprising 
to some of his friends and relatives. His mother summed up her 
reaction in one tart sentence: “I have hatched a duckling.” 

Astrology is of course a scientifically ridiculous but harmless 
pastime. Nonetheless some remarkable men have believed in astrol- 
ogy, among them the great Sir Isaac Newton himself, who, like 
many scientists of his time, also took a tolerant view of alchemy. 
Here and there in the works of other great thinkers can be found 
random quotations which indicate that, if they did not swallow 
astrology whole, they at least sampled it. Perhaps as something 
other than a science—as a weird variant of psychology with mete- 
ors shooting out of both ears—astrology may have something in 
it. Some intelligent and sincere individuals, among them Carroll 
Righter, appear to get excellent results with it. 

After his graduation from law school—he had gone there to 
oblige his family—Righter dutifully 
worked in a law office for a year and 
a day. Then, in the mid-20s, he 
took a managerial job with the Penn- 
sylvania Grand Opera Company and 
later became secretary of the board. 
Early in the Depression, always hav- 
ing been interested in social work, 
he founded an organization called 
The Season House for the Unem- 
ployed and Homeless. During a five: 
ear period Righter’s organization 
Taveal, fed) clotied anlyeeve ined, 
ical attention to 2,300 unemployed 
young white-collar workers. It also 
found permanent jobs for 1,700 of 
them. In those years that was a con- 
siderable accomplishment. How did 
he do it? 

“Well, I delineated their horo- 
scopes,” Righter says. “By this time, of course, I was convinced 
that astrology works and I put it to work.” He insists that by read- 
ing the horoscopes correctly he could advise the unemployed not 
only as to the kind of work they could do best but where to find it. 
‘An employment counselor or personnel manager could find a few 
details to quibble about in this procedure; nevertheless it worked. 

In the later ’30s Righter’s health was very bad. “I had injured 
my back playing ice hockey at school,” he says, “and later I ag- 
gravated the injury playing freshman football at college. As time 
passed, my back got worse and worse. I was in a cast. They had to 
carry me in and out of board meetings. Finally the doctor told me 
Thad only six months to live.”

The scientific reason for this, just now 
becoming more clearly understood, is that 
your blood sugar level acts as a hunger reg- 
ulator. When it is low your appetite is 
geared up to a hearty, heavy meal with 
second helpings. When your blood sugar 
level is high, your appetite is slowed down 
to a one-helping pace. 


Eating a big meal, even if it contained 
no sugar at all, would eventually raise 
your blood sugar level to the point where 
it would “shut off” your appetite. But 
the big idea is to raise it quickly —before 
you’ve already eaten too much. 

Sugar is absorbed almost instantly— 
faster than any other food. That’s why 
even an 18 calorie teaspoonful in your cof- 
fee or tea can make it easier for you to 
turn down several times as many calories 
later on. 

Helps make a small meal more satisfying 
There is still another reason, based on a 
quite different nutritional principle, why 
overweight people are often told to include 
a simple dessert in their drastically cur- 
tailed calorie allowance. It is the fact that 
a meal that contains some sugar has a 
greater satisfaction value than the same 
meal without sugar. The sense of satisfac- 
tion stays with you for a longer time, helps 
to keep you from getting as hungry be- 
tween meals. 

No “magic” short cuts to losing weight 
Many people feel that using a sugar sub- 
stitute or giving up their favorite dessert 
is all they have to do to solve their over- 
weight problem. Actually, reducing isn’t 
that easy, although anything that will 
make it easier for you to stick faithfully 
to your diet (as sugar can) is a big help. 


Losing weight does require dieting, and 
your diet should be planned by a doctor. 
He will tell you that there are no “magic 
secrets” or safe and sure “‘short cuts’ to 
reducing. But follow his advice and you 
will lose weight. 

You will have to eat smaller meals, but 
you won’t have to give up any good food 
that is important to your health. To deny 
yourself sugar would be to make weight 
control more difficult than it need be.

The grand- 
father, whose name was Charles Edward Burch and who was ap- 
pointed U.S. consul in Cardiff, Wales by Abraham Lincoln at the 
age of 24, considered “birthday” an impolite if not downright lewd 
word and would never tell his own children when they were born 
or permit his wife to do so. After his death the children found 
some cryptic entries in the back of the family Bible and from them 
deduced the facts.

IGHTER is an ‘opalian and sees no conflict between as- 
trology and religion. “If God works through other mediums, 
why not also through the planets?” he says, “No one denies that 
the moon affects the tides.”
